Dr. Hillis Gives Sickening Recital of Out- 
rages Against Women, Children. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 


HICAGO, Oct. 14.—Dr. Newell 

Dwight Hillis today took 5000 

Chicagoans into the chamber 
of horrors of the great European 
war at the Auditorium Theater. 
He depicted the German atrocities 
in Belgium and Northern France in 
language that caused every woman 
listener to pale and his men audi- 
tors to “see red.“ 

He recited details of acts of bes- 
tiality and cruelty that would seem 
incredible were they made by any 
less responsible person or by one 
who had not visited the very scenes 


of the atrocities and talked with a 


thousand witnesses of the crimes of 
the German soldiery. 

In all, he said, more than 10,000 
distinct cases of Inhuman and sav- 
age acts have been documented. 
And this wholesale violation of 
women, murder of men, and assas- 
sination of children, he holds to be 
the direct and logical result of the 
Kaiser's own perverted system of 
German efficiency.

T. P. O'Connor also addressed the 
meeting and made a plea for the 
second Liberty Loan. 

The theater was packed to its 
capacity and hundreds who sought 
admittance were turned away. 

Dr. Hillis holds that the Pan-Ger- 
man leaders are directly responsible 
fom the atrocities committed by Ger- 
man soldiers.

“This is a woman's war as well 
as a man’s war,” he said, “and I 
tell you women plainly that if Ger- 
many is successful in her efforts it 
will be better for you if you take 
your little girls out under the stars 
and cut their throats.”

The speaker derided the new of- 
fers of Germany to make peace. 

“Germany is like Judas Iscariot, 
coming back to the other aposties,” 
he sald and saying: It's true I cruci- 
fled Jesus. I got thirty pieces of sil- 
ver for it. But if you'll take me 
back into the gpostolic college I'll 
split fifty-fifty with you.’ 

“A peace on Germany's terms is 
one thing that civilization can't en- 
dure. It would be a moral compro- 
mise to barter with an unrepentant 
Germany.

ATTACKS ON PETROGRAD.

ETROGRAD, Oct. 14.—The Ad- 

miralty does not try to mini- 

mize the strategic seriousness 
of the capture of the Island of Dago.

The American demand for it has 
become such that there is now 
more Macedonian tobacco sent to 
the United States than any other 
articles shipped from Greece. At 
first it was treated as a rather cheap 
weed, but now that its position is 
established some 20,000,000 pounds 
sold in recent months at 40 to 55 
cents a pound. 


FROTH WORTH MILLION. 


British Army Canteen Committee 
Gives Out Figures Showing

216,000,000 pints of beer were sold

—British troops southwest of 
Passchendaele village duripg the 
night pushed forward slightly 
in advance of the line that they 
reached in yesterday's offensive, but 
over the major portion of the six- 
mile battle front there has been 
little change in the situation.

Two counter-attacks were at- 
tempted by the Germans yesterday 
and both were dealt with quickly by 
the artillery.

PUSH LINE FORWARD. 

The night was falrty quiet as far 
as infantry action was concerned.

EDERAL INSURANCE 
POLICY EXPLAINED. 


RATES FOR PERSONS ENGAGED 
IN WAR MADE PUBLIC. 


[BY A. F. NIGHT um! 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Samples 
of the insurance policy. which the 
government will write for its sol- 
diers and sailors were made public 
tonight by the War Risk rance 
Bureau of the Treasury rtment. 
Plans for placing the policies into 
effect will be outlined here next 
Tuesday at a conference of treasury 
officials with representatives of the 
navy and officers and enlisted men at 
the thirty-two cantonments. 
Details of the policy disclose that 
risks will be written upon the lives 
of men and women between the ages 
of 15 and 65 years, in all branches 
of the army, navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, Naval Reserve, Na- 
tional Naval volunteers, nurses “and 
any other branches of the United 
States service serving with the army 
and navy.” Announcement was 
made also that “rates at ages higher 
or lower will be given upon request.” 
Premiums, computed on a monthly 
basis, vary between 63 cents per 
$1000 at age of 15 to $3.35 per $1000 
at age 65. Between 21 and 31 years, 
the following monthly premiums will 
be charged per $1000 of insurance 
(the limit being $10,000.) 
Twenty-one to twenty-three, iInclu- 
sive, 65 cents; 24 to 25, 66 cents; 26 
and 27, 67 cents; 28, 68 cents; 29 
‘and 30, 69 cents; 31, 70 cents. 
During periods of total disability, 
the insurance will be paid, not in 
one lump sum, but monthly for 
twenty years, should the disability 
continue for that Should 
death occur before twenty years, 
the remainder of the policy will be 
paid at once to the beneficiary. At 
the age of 25, the monthly install- 
ment for the twenty-year period 
would be $5.75 per $1000 of insur- 
ance. 
Provision is made for family al- 
lowances, for wounded and cripples, 
for compensation in case of death or 
injury without cost and for insur- 
ance at very small cost. 
In cases of partial disability the 
amount of compensation is deter- 
mined by a schedule to be based 
upon the extent of the impairment 
of earning capacity. Total disability 
payments are to be increased above 
the figures named in the policy 
where the insured has dependents. 
“Where the injury or disease is 
caused by the wilful misconduct of 
the man, the policy reads, com- 
pensation will not be paid.“ 
The policies will be issued in mul- 
tiples of $500, no * however, to 
be less than $1000. ‘

LONDON, Oct. 3.— To us in Eng- 


land, the entry of America into the 


present war is the most important 
event since the war began.” 
America has lately been a little 
doubtful as to whether England 
really appreciated the part that she 


motives that prompted her. The 
sentence that I have just quoted is 
the opening sentence of a convincing 
answer to that doubt by one of Eng- 
land’s most representative statesmen 
and scholars: it is the answer of Vis- 
count Bryce, for a long time British 
Ambassador in Washington, where 
he won the love of Americans, and 
the author of “The American Com- 
monwealth,” which is a textbook on 
our government, used in every 
American university—and, indeed, in 
every university in the world today. 
STATEMENT IMPORTANT. 


Knowing what a word from Vis- 
count Bryce would mean to America 
at this time, and aware that it would 
mean more than any utterance, how- 
ever sincere, made in either House 
of Parliament, or any speech, how- 
ever fervid, delivered at a dinner 
of the Pilgrims’ Society in London, 
one of my first endeavors, in reach- 
ing him, was to secure that word. 
It was met everywhere with dis- 
couragement. Lord Bryce, I was 
told, had been too much thus sought 
after; he had been forced to refuse 
interviews at any time and to any- 


Fortune was, for once, favorable 
to The Times’ war representative. I 
was at last lucky enough to be 
granted a private interview with the 
ex-Ambassador. I laid before him 
my case. I told him, frankly, that 
we Americans are a sengitive people, 
and that, though we are fighting for 
the right and with no hope of ma- 
terial gain, we should feel a bit 
better if we were assured that our 
attitude was not unappreciated. 
Lord Bryce, who, by the way, looks 
more and more like Darwin as he 
grows older, finally consented not to 
be interviewed for publication, but 
to answer, in his own hand, such 
questions as I might write to him. 
I did write him, and within twenty- 
four hours received his reply. 

PERTINENT QUESTIONS. 


In effect, my letter asked: 

“What, in your opinion, does the 
entry of America into the present 
War mean to England, both ma- 
terially and spiritually? 

“What does her entrance into the 
war mean to herself? 

“What, in the opinion of the au- 
thor of The American Common- 
wealth’ and The Holy Roman Em- 
pire’ is likely to be the future of 
Austria and Hungary? 

Here is Viscount Bryce's reply: 

“To us in England, the entry of 
America into the present war is the 
most Important event that has hap- 
pened since the ‘war began. It has 
brought to the help of the Allies 
the most populous and wealthy of 
civilized states, a people unsurpassed 
for energy, for valour, for a re- 
sourcefulness displayed in every 
branch of invention, and now rous- 
ing itself to put forth, with char- 
acteristic vigor, the whole of its 


giant strength. 
MORAL SIGNIFICANCE. 


“On the moral side the union of 
the United States with Britain in 
this war has an even higher sig- 
nificance. It means that America, 
after a long and earnest observation 
ot this conflict, approves the jus- 
tice of our cause, and condemns the 
detestable methods of warfare which 
the German government has adopt- 
ed, methods of ruthless cruelty 
which have made us feel that the 
world can have no rest or tranquil- 
ity till they have been discredited 
by defeat and renounced by the 
German people in whose name 
(though, we trust, not by whose 
will) they have been practiced. 
“The judgment of the United 
States, heretofore, standing aloof 
from old world controversies, seek- 
ing no advantage for herself, desir- 
ing only to vindicate justice and 
freedom, is the most impartial that 
any great people can pronounce. 
America has spoken for the con- 
science of civilized mankind, and 
pesterity will accept. her judgment. 
“As regards your second question, 
what it is that America’s ehtrance 
means for herself, it seems to me 
to mean that she has been true to 
her own best traditions and has 
felt that she obeys the call of duty 
in coming forward to serve man- 
kind by serving the cause of right. 
What can do more to inspire a na- 
tion than to know that it is obev- 
ing such a call and fighting for the 
liberty of which it has been always 
a chamrion? In this we see, and 
rejoice to see, a ray of light piercing 
the darkness of this awful time.

They hold to 
the principle of ‘fold your arms,’ a 
remarkable policy of non-resistance. 
Their internationalism and inter-ra- 
clalism is according to the most 
lauded standards, Their organization 
fis open to all alike.” 
Distribution of wealth in this 
tountry was deplored by the Rev. 
Strong. In forty American cities, 
he said, it has been found 2 per cent.

Records Show United States Opposed 
Despotic Rule in Germany 


During Trouble of 1848.

‘WASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Oct. 14.—That the 
present war is not the first time 
that America took its stand against 
German autocracy is clearly revealed 
in a paimphiet just issued by the 
Committee on Public Information 
under the title “American interest 
in popular government abroad.” 
The author, Prof. E. B. Greene, of 
the University of IMinois. quotes 
from the archives In Washington 
passages showing our policy toward 


the great effort of the German 
people in 1848 to overthrow 
autocracy. 


When Carl Schurz and Franz 
Sigel were fighting the Prussian 
autocracy in 1848, Mr. Clayton, Sec- 
retary of State under President 
Zachary Taylor, wrote to our env 
in Berlin, words that apply equally 
well today: .- 

“We understand that there are, 
at this time, two parties in Germany, 
each seek to establish a con- 
stitution for a Germanic empire: 
and that the essential difference be- 
tween them consists in this-that one 
of them desires to form a consti- 
tution, which has for its basis a 
recognition of the principal that the 
people are the true source of all 
power, and the other a constitution 
based on the despotic principle that 
kings hold their power bv divine 
right. At is hardly necessary for me 
to say that all the sympathies of 
the government and peoples of the 
United States are with the former 
party.“ 


GROWERS ADVISED TO 
PLANT LONG STAPLE.

BERLIN, Oct. 13 (via London, 
Oct. 14.)—Mathias Erzberger, lead- 
er of the Centrist party in the 
Reichstag, which has demanded 
greater deference to that body from 
the government, told the Associated 
Press today that the developments 
of the last week would not interfere 


with the majority party's peace at- 
titude as based on the resolution of 
July 19, or in any way retard the 
movement for parliamentarization. 

Herr Erzberger asserted that the 
majority, which now is made up of 
Socidiists, Centrists and Progres- 
sives, continues to present Mself in 
a solid phalanx behind the issues for 
which it stands, and that it is not 
improbable it will be augmented by 
substantial support from the Na- 
tional Liberals. 

The fact that the Centrists and 
Progressives did not join the So- 
cialists in the vote on the resolution 
of censure and that the Far Left 
party declined to support the measure 
creating the post of Vice-Chancel- 
lor does not signify an absence of 
complete concord among the coall- 
tion parties in the major issue, Herr 
Erzberger declared.

Says it ts up to Britishers Here 
t do Part that Someone Else 
may Get Furlough Home—Lost 
One Son in War, has Three 
Others in Trenches. | 


Sergt. Charles Rayner, veteran 
trench fighter, who has just returned 
from the fighting line in France 
wearing the kiltige uniform of the 
Seottish-Canadians, has been mak- 
ing five-minute talks at the cinema 
hoses during the past week. He has 
come to appeal to the Britishers in 
this part of the country to enlist, 
and so give the other man a show 


te go home on furlough to his home 


and wife and children. 

“Won't you give the other man a 
Show? Won't you let him go home 
for a brief spell and enjoy a respite 
from the grind of war which he has 
been enduring for the past. three 
years? He has been fighting so hard. 
He i# so weary. And he is fighting 
. Your fight, you know.” 

This is the plea, in brief, that 

. Rayner ise making to his fel- 
low Britishers who have so far lain 
ate at home,” while the other man 
has borne the brunt of the war. 

“Let me take you to a hospital 
in France. In the bed next to me 
there was a soldier of the dragoon 
Guards who had been in the war 
from the very first. He led the car- 
bineers into action on the Somme;

Cole at El Centro today, 
to uphold the ancient right of a 
Catholic priest to toll the “Angelus,” 
in the hear on the petition for a 
permanent njunction asked by 
Calexico citizens. 

In an effort to pacify the non- 
Catholics who live in the neighbor- 
hood of the church, Father Ramon 
Ferrer, in charge of the parish, has 
agtged to postpone early morning 
mass from 5 o'clock to 7 o'clock; 
the City Trustees of Calexico have 
ordered City Attorney Butcher to 
withdraw the case; but the dove of 
peace refuses to be coerced into 
alighting on the chimes of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe, and Calexico is 
torn wide open over the matter. 

NOISY, IS CHARGE. 


In his petition, filed in the name 
of the people of the State of Cali- 
fornia, under séction No. 731 of the 
Civil Code, Attorney Butcher alleges 
that “the said bell is rung in a loud, 
noisy and rude manner, continuous- 
ly and- without interruption, from 5 
a:m. o 7 a.m. each day, causing the 
inhabitants of the city of Calexico 
undue annoyance and disturbance of 
their peace, rest and quiet.“ 

It is indignantly denied by Father 
Ferrer, or the members of the con- 
gregation of the Church of Our Lady 
of Guadalupe, that the bell is rung 
continuously or rudely between those 
hours. Father Ferrer admits that 
boys delegated to ring the bell, cal!- 
ing the faithful to 5 o'clock mass, 
have rung the bell longer than nec- 
essary at times, and because of their 
unsanctioned action he agreed to 
Postpone mass until 7 o’clock. But 
the Angelus must ring at 6 o'clock, 
as is the time-honored custom, he 
told Attorney Butcher. The court 
upheld the objectors, and now the 
bell in the tower of the church is 
silent until 7 a.m. 

FIGHT SPREADS. 

The fight over the “Angelus” has 
spread to political and social circles 
in Calexico. 

Members of the Board of Trustees, 
who evidently thought that their 
City Attorney was over-reaching his 
authority as stated in the demurrer 
filed by Attorney William Sea, passed 
a resolution asking Butcher to with. 
draw the suit. Butcher refused.“ 
Friends of Father Ferrer took up 
the cudgel for him. They say that 
the bell must be rung loud enough 
so that the worshipers from across 
the border, from Mexicali, can hear 
it, and that the courts of California 
cannot prevent the Catholic Church 
from ringing the “Angelus” at 4 
a.m. Threats of a recall and of a 
counter-suit against Attorney Butch- 
er have been made, and a crowded 
courtroom is promised for the hear- 
ing of the suit for a permanent in- 
junction.

Canadian Returns 


from Trip East and 
Falls Dead. 


Death wrote finis to a brief 
honeymoon when Thomas F.

One of the most severe tests in 
the examination is the experience in 
the whirling chair.

These tests all have to 
do with the upsetting of the equil- 
ibrium fluid in the vertical semi- 
circular canals of the. ear. 

The eve is tested as to its ability 
to judge the height of trees, or the 
size of buildings below it, after the 
candidate has apparently fallen from 
a dizzy height and has recovered his 
balance in midair. This test shows 
whether or not a man's eye will tell 
him whether or not he is tra dan- 
ger zone after a tumble, and whether 
or not it will do it quickly enough 
to give him a safety chance. 

Another eye test determines the 
stereoscopic range of the pupil. The 
eve is required to reach at right 
and left angles to ascertain how far 
to one side of center it can observe 
an object distinctly. 


FROM AUSTRIA. 


Some of these tests were borrowed 
from the Austrians, as it was Prof. 
Robert Barany of Vienna, who won 
one of the Nobel prizes just before 
the war, who perfected the whirl- 
ing chair as a means of testing 
equilibrium. He standardized the 
many other tests that go with the 
ear examination. 

Just before the war an American 
who was doing post graduate work 
under Dr. Baranyv brought one of 
the whirling chairs to this country 
and with a few slight changes a 
model of it Is now being used here 
and In San Francisco in conducting 
aviation examinations.

NO CAR SHORTAGE. 


Pacific Electric Shows that it has 
Increased its War-time. 
Efficiency. 


The war-time accomplishments of

Biggest Religious 


Awakening South- 


land has Ever Witnessed, Great 


Evangelist Declares. 


HE seventh week of the 

most notable evangelis- 

tie campaign ever held 
in Southern California. or 
probably on the Pacific Coast, 
began yesterday at the im- 
mense tabernacle out on 
Grand avenue and Twelfth 
street. Two weeks from yes- 
terday the campaign of Billy 
Sunday in Los Angeles will 
clése, and on the following 
day he will leave for Atlanta, 
to immediately begin a simi- 
lar work in that city. 

“The most remarkable and 
greatest religious awakening 
Southern California has ever 
seen,” war the expression 
used by Billy Sunday yester- 
day afternoon, in speaking of 
the present campaign. In 
some of the earlier meetings 
he has prayéd for 25,000 con- 
verts here. With the series 
of meetings reaching their 
climax members of the Cam- 
paign Committee believe that 
this number of converts will 
be reached, if not exceeded. 


Mr. Sunday has been speaking 
three times a day for the past few 
days, and, with his stressful manner 
of delivery, it is a strain that one 
wonders how he is able to stand. 
Yesterday morning his fatigue was 
quite apparent, and he ‘switched 
sermons,’ giving a shorter one than 
had been announced. His subject 
wes “Thy Kingdom Come,” the text 
being taken from the Lord's Prayer. 
At the conclusion of the sermon 
there were 105 men and women who 
marched down the sawdust trail and 
thus signified their intention of 
either beginning a Christian life or 
ef reconsecrating their lives to 
Christ.

Saying a prayer is one thing; do- 
ing God's will is another. Both 
should be synonymous. Angels are 
angels because they do God's will. 
When they refuse to do God's will 
they become devils, 

Some men are so busy trying to 
become angels that they forget how 
to be men. They are so busy wor- 
rying about St. Peter's ledger that 
they forget the grocer’s ledger.

Alexander II. Stephens, who was 
vice-president of the ex-and-late 
Confederate States of America, dur- 
ing his term in the United States 
Senate had to be wheeled in an in- 
valid’s chair.

Pastor Wyneken of Long Beach 
Declares Work of Luther Con- 
stituted Greatest Revival that 
Christianity has Seen Since the 
Days of Paul. 


Hundreds of Lutherans assembled 
in Trinity Auditorium |. yesterday 


afternoon to hear the sermon which 
Rev. A. M. Wyneken, pastor of Zion 
Lutheran Church at Long Beach, 
preached in commemoration of the 
quadricentennial of the Protestant 
Reformation. 

There was a splendid musical 
programme in connection with the 
cOmmemoratory service, the Luther- 
an Chorus and Lutheran Lyric Club 
taking prominent parts. Mr. 
Wyneken characterized the reforma- 
tion of the sixteenth century as the 
Breatest revival of the Christian 
church since the days of St. Paul. 

He then preceeded to give a brief 
historical review of the New Testa- 
ment church from the days of Paul, 
dwelling especially on the rise of 
the papacy and the gradual corrup- 
tion of the church under the papal 
system, until, as Bellarmine, one of 
the ablest defenders of papacy ad- 
mits, there was scarcely anything of 
the original Christian religion left. 

The. principles for which Luther 
stood have been of such tremendous 
importance to the world, and of such 
far-reaching effect in the various 
phases of religions, social and politi- 
cal lite that the human mifid stag- 
gers at the task of adequately pre- 
senting them,“ said he. 

“It is to Luther and the Reforma- 
tion that we are indebted for hav- 
ing Protestism free from the 
tyranny of papistical thralldom, a 
state unhampered by eccleciastical 
interference, a Bible unencumbered 
by human tradition, a gospel free 
from the dross of human fiction, a 
conscience liberated from the bur- 
den of self-imposed works, a judg- 
ment untrammeled by human au- 
thority, and a church restored upon 


its ancient foundation and to its 


ancient rights and privileges, a re- 
stored apostolic Christian church. 
“For I dare say that there is not 
another church which understands, 
holds and defends the principles of 
the Reformation more ably, fearless- 
ly, persistently and consistently 
than does that church which bears 
ays Lutheran name. This is said not 
in a boastful vainglorious spirit, but 
in a spirit of true humility and 
thankfulness to God, whose

AT IT ALL. 

There is one point about cooking fruit 
which it seems.many people do not under- 
stand, and that that the parings of any 
fruit contain much nourishment, and, when 
properly prepared, aid digestion. Precious 
food is often wasted by throwing away the 
peelings of apples, pears, peaches and apri-. 
cot. If the fruit is sound (and it should 
not be eaten at all if otherwise) even the 
cores and seeds may be cooked with the 
meat and parings. The cores and seeds 
need not be eaten, but in the cooking they 
leave a great deal of nutriment in the rest 
of the stew. Even oranges and lemons, par- 
ings included, when they are well washed, 
cooked long enough and the proper amount 
of sugar added, make a wholesome dish that 
is much better than the pale marmalades 
usually made from citrus fruits.

The Teutonic submarine pirates are 


neither so numerous nor so active as they 
were last spring. The diminished losses of 
British shipping show how baseless were 
the boasts of Germany made last spring— 
at the time the Kaiser made war upon 
the United States—that the German sub- 
marine campaign would rapidly reach the 
stage of overwhelming destructiveness. 
Great Britain now convoys groups of 


merchantmen by a strong naval force, so 


that a single submarine that shows itself 
even for a moment is likely to be sent to 


‘the bottom. 


A new and most effective enemy of the 
submarine are the mystery ships. These 
are ships built for the especial purpose of 
destroying submarines. The mystery ship 


resembles the merchantman in appearance 


and steers thé course of mercantile ship- 
ping. The submarine captain is deceived 
by its appearance. He concludes it is a 
peaceful craft which he can destroy and 
whose crew and passengers he can safely 
murder. So he makes for it, and when he 


comes near enough to shoot accurately the 


mystery ship bristles with cannon, showers 
the submarine with shells and destroys it 
before it can fire a gun. The hunted have 


turned hunters, and two of every three 


ships sizhted by submarines are hunting 
submarines instead of being hunted by 
them. 
America and England are building ships 
at the rate of two tons for eve#y ton that 


the most extravagant estimates of Germany 


assert it to be in her power to destroy. 
The approach of winter in the northern 


hemisphere favors the merchant ship and 
handicaps the submarine, for the nights are 
longer and the days are shorter. 


Judson Welliver of the New York Sun 


says that Germany has increasing difficul- 
ty in tanning its submarines. Men shun 
the submarine service because the pirate’s 
life drives an enormous percentage of them 
crazy. They labor under terrible strain. 
The commander in his conning tower 


knows that it and he may be shot away 


together. The submarine never submerges 
without every seaman aboard realizing that 
it may never rise again. From beginning 


to close of a cruise there is no. relaxation 


of the strain. The horrors of the work a 
too much for human endurance. 


In Collier’s Lincoln Colcord advocates an 


increased number of ships with increased 
speed and increased armaments as the 
best defense and offensive against the sub- 
marine. He says: “The sailor, the man 
who has dealt with sea problems all his 
life, the man who has to take his ship 
through the submarine zone, the man who 
has to do the work and pay the price, has 
seen from the first what was the right way 
to go at it, and how it would eventually 
work out. He has seen that speed and 
guns were the two prime requisites: that 
the submarine campaign was going to de- 
velop into a real sea battle, a free fight up 
and down the ocean; that a ship's own 
speed and armament would be her best 
protection; that the only way to stop the 
devils was to arm every merchant ship. 
and cover the sea with every sort of armed 
craft that could stand the weather, and 
run them down, and hunt them down, and 
be ready for them whenever they showed 
a periscope, and fairly smother them out 
by dash and metal and tonnage.” 


The Times congratulates its readers that

Delivery is a large part of the cost 
paid for all articles consumed, whether 
foodstuffs or dry goods. 
goods establishments, the sections set aside 
for housing the delivery paraphernalia form 
an important part of the expense of running 
the store.. Elaborate machinery is in use, 
such as conveyors, tube systems, etc., and a 
large number of workers, both indoors and 
out, are engaged in taking care of the de- 
liveries, Competition, in providing for cus- 
tomers the best possible facilities for the 
the receiving of goods, has 
gradually built up this system, which patrons 
have taken for granted, without a thought 
of thanks therefor. sf 

In moderation, such a system 1s all right, 
but as time has passed, purchasers have 
encroached upon théir privilege and have 
abused it, as the public is apt to abuse any- 
thing which is believed to be free. Long 
since, the point has been passed where the 
deilvery system was an asset of a store, and 
it has become a distinct burden by reason of 
Purchases almost infinitesimal 
in size and in price were ordered sent home 
by the buyer, with no thought of the fact 
that the cost of delivery more than offset 
any possible profit in the sale. | 

Naturally, such waste must be paid for in 

the end by the consumers. Waste always 
comes out of the pocket of the one who 
The shopper’ requiring 
feather, a veil or a hair net be sent home, 
thoughtlessly adds to the cost of merchan- 
dise in general. 
Hoover suggested that dry 
goods houses throughout the United States 
confine their deliveries to one per day, and 
asked that all patrons of stores carry home 
every possible item, he not only struck at 
the root of a growing abuse of privilege, 
but he also instituted a great economy. 

The question of keeping down prices of 
merchandise, such as clothing, household 
requisites and foods, is an enormous one 
just now, when the manufacture of every- 
thing is increasing in cost by leaps and 
That sane merchants are doing 
all in their power to keep down prices it 
needs but smal! investigation to discern. 
Competition in itself would do this. Self- 
servation calls for such an effort. But, 
when it becomes a patriotic duty to make 
@uch endeavor, the call is doubly strong. 

The manner in which patrons have re- 
sponded to Mr. Hoover's request attests the

Beet Growers to Advance 
in Prices Next Year According 
to New Contracts. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 

‘OXNARD, Oct. 14.—Beet growers 
will receive an advance in prices in 
1918 that will amount to $1 a ton 
if the beets run as they have this 
year, and a guarantee of $7 a ton 
for beets testing 15 per cent. sugar, 
according to the contracts for 1918 
crop placed in the hands of the 
American Beet Sugar Company neld 
men for signing with the ranchers. 


The new prices go further in mak- 
ing yvthe ranchers share with the 
factory in the 
sugar. The factory assumes that 
ite net average for sugar will not be 
less than $7 a ton in 1917. The fac- 
tory will pay for each ton of beets 
yielding 15 per cent. «sugar, the 
average net price it receives for 100 
pounds of sugar. For each addi- 
tional per cent. of sugar content the 
factory will pay the same propor- 
tion additional that K will pay for 
each unit of sugar in the 15 per cent. 
beets. If sugar nets $7 per 100 
pounds, that is $7 divided by fi fifteen, 
or 46 2-3 cents additional for each 
added per cent. of sugar over fifteen.

IN KERN FIELD. 


Union O8 Company to Begin 
Extension Work Soon. 


Flow of Well Just Brought in 
Encourages Operations. 


Petroleum from the Belridge 
Region is Very Light. 


[SPECTAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
M’KITTRICK, Oct. 14.—The 
Union Oil Company is making prepa- 
rations for an extension of opera- 
tions on its lease in section 1-28-20, 
In the Belridge field, the intention 
being’ to erect three new derricks. 
On this property, three weeks ago, 
the Union brought in a flowing well, 
which, beginning with a production 


of 460 barrels of high gravity oll per 
day, has maintained this rate stead- 
ily. The petroleum found in this 
well is much lighter than that from 
leases in near-by territory, and the 
output considerably exceeds the fig- 
ure of many others. For these rea- 
sons the Unjon company determined 
to further explore a most promising 
section. 

The Josephine Oi! Company, op- 
erating in section 11-30-21, this 
week put well No. 2 on the beam, 
after the well had been thoroughly 
cleaned out, and obtained a decided 
increase in yield, the latest record 
being fifty barrels of 13.9 gravity, 
instead of from fifteen to twenty 
barrels when the well was brought 
in some weeks ago. The work of 
securing better results was placed in 
the hands of J. H. Crafts, the well- 
known superintendent of the rry 
and Keller Oil Company, and the 
result speaks for itself. No. 2 is 
at the extreme north end. of the 
McKittrick field. It is rumored that 
the Josephine Company will put 
down one or two more wells with- 
in the next three or four months.

TONOPAH STRIKE 
BIG SURPRISE. 


The Unexpected Discovery is 
Like a New Camp. 


Values Develop at a Most 
Unusual Depth. 


Water Problems Being Solved 
is Company Report. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. ] 
TONOPAH (Nev.) Oct. 14.—An 
unexpected discovery on the lowest 
workings of the Tonopah Extension 
proves a sensation of Interest this 
week. The significance of the find 
is the fact that it is at a depth 
where opinions were divided as to 
the continuance of the value-bearing 
It is almost equal to the 
finding of a new camp. The new 
vein augurs another twenty years 
of production in this district, where 
experts have predicted that ore 
bodies would be exhausted before 
this. In fact, the early ledges gave 
of their wealth with such freedom 
that they became almost barren at 
depths below the 800 and 1000 lev- 
els, but in the present case the ore 
is found at a depth of 1700 feet, with 
the values better than at any pre- 
vious period of the camp's history. 
The discovery was in the long 
crosscut from the Victor shaft lead- 
ing out northwest towards the prop- 
erty of the Sully Company, whose 
chief stockholders reside in Los An- 
geles. When the crosscut was start - 
ed it was with the intention of cut- 
ting the Merger vein, which was ex- 
pected to be picked up at a dis 
tance of 300 feet from the shaft. 
Next would come the O. K. vein, 100 
feet further, and lastly, the Murray 
ledge, 500 feet beyond the O. K. The 
new vein does not correlate with 
any of these especially, since it 
strikes in a different direction from 
any of the known ore bodies. When 
the drills broke into the ledge it 
was found that the flow of water 
Was so great that it would be wiser 
to let the water drain out naturally 
through fractures in the rock rather 
than attempt to handle it with the 
pumps, which were running to ca- 
pacity. Three days showed a slight 
diminution in the flow and the be- 
lief is entertained that in another 
day or two the company will be en- 
abled to resume working in the face 
of the crosscut.

Wyoming's Experience Gets 
Colorado Interested. 


Big Muddy District Keeps 
Testing Prospects. |

leaVing net revenue per mile $504, 
compared with $505 last August, ac- 
cording to the Wall Street Journal.
